Gas Si’bino in Ohio. — A few day.s 
ago, we visited, in company with seveial 
geiulemen. a Gas Spring about tlirco 
miles north of tliis village for the purpose 
of experimenting upon it. The issue of 
gas lias been known by many of our citi- 
zeiis/or several years, 'riic Spring (as it 
is termed) is on Rocky river, about half a 
mile below vvliere tlie Wayde, Medina and 
Guyaliogo Turnpike crosses tliat stream, 
md can readily be found by llie constant 
agitation of Hie water vviiere the gas 
escapes, tlie water being forced up two or 
lliree inclics by the escape of gas. Tim 
geiiHemcn willi wliora wc visited it, liad 
prepared tlicmselvcs wi'Ji a l.irge wooden 
bowl, tlirougli wliicli three holes were 
made and common pipe stems were insert- 
ed, and a still l.arger one in wliicli a piece 
of small lead was inserted. 

Tlie bowl was turned bottom upwards, 
so as to accumulate tlic gas, and cause it 
to pass tlirougli these pipes. Upon tlio 
jip|ilication of a ligliied matcli, four jets of 
as beautiful flame as ever illuminated a 
festal ha’l were produced, and burnt con- 
.staiilly for nearly an hour, wlien wo 
removed the bowl, and departed, alt being 
d-'lighled with the experiment. We do 
not pretend to be capable of judgiu'g wliat 
amount of gas evaporates, but one of tlio 
gentlemen who accompanied u.s, on who.so 
judgment we relied, was confident, that 
with the necessary apparatus, a sufficient 
amount for at least om: liundred burners 
miglit be secured. Our experiment made' 
in day time, but at niglit Hie brilli.uit 
beauty of a half dozen lights burning upon 
tlie surface of the water must be pictur- 
esque indeed .
